"THE . BAYEUX 
“TAPESTRY. 


- 


ó Bas tapestry, which was recently sold for 


a fabulous sum, is a wonderful example 

of female industry. It was wrought by 
Matilda, Queen of William 1, between the 
years of 1066 and 1068. “It is.said that if the 
Bayeux tapestry be not history of the first 
class it is, perhaps, something better: it ex- 
hibits genuine traits, sought in vain else- 
where, of the customs and manners of that 
age, which, of all others, ought to be the 
most interesting to us; that age which gave us 
a new race of monarchs, bringing with them 
new landholders, new laws, and almost a new 
language. 

The groundwork of the tapestry is a strip 
of fine linen cloth, which through age has 
assumed the tinge of brown holland. It is 227 
feet long, 20 inches broad, and divided into 
72 compartments. The stitches consist of 
lines of coloured worsted laid side by side, 
and bound down at intervals with cross 
fastenings. The parts intended to represent 
flesh are left untouched by the needle. The 
colours chiefly used are dark and light blue, 
red, pink, yellow, buff, and dark and light 
green. - 

Bruce, his “Bayeux Tapestry 
Elucidated.”” says:—‘‘It contains figures of 
625 men, 202 horses, 55° dogs, 505 animals of 
various kinds, 37 bulidings. 41 sips and 
boats, and 49 trees—in all, 1,512 figures." The 
Saxons wore moustaches, the Normans none. 
This wonderful riece of tapestry was dis- 
covered in Bayeux Cathedral in 1724. 
Napoleon I. had it conveyed to Paris in 1803, 
where it was exhibited to inflame the minds 
of the people for the invasion of England. In 
1814 it was shown coiled round a roller in a 
frame with a winch. 

In the foregoing we have said enough to 
show that the tapestry is one of the most 
noble and interesting relics of antiquity, or, 
as Dibdin calls it, “an exceedingly curious 
document of the conjuga) attachment, and 
even enthusiastic veneration, of Matilda. Any- 
how, the herculean task of the gentle and 
pious Queen remains as the most valuable 
record of the struggle between the Saxon 
and Norman nations.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON. 

he matter of the Ada Lewis Hill harit- 
able bequest was again before the Court. 
The capital sum of the est, which was 
for the poor of Dublin, was 210,000, and the 
income about £500. Mr. L. O'Neill and Mr. 
Hubbard Clark as Lord Mayor of Dublin 
and High Sheriff respectively are ex officio 
trustees, and the Court was asked to say 
whether, in the events that had happened 
with regard to the Dublin Corporation and 
the office of High Sheriff, these gentlemen 
were still qualified to act as trustees. 

Mr: Fallon (instructed by Mr. LC. J. 
Murray) appeared for Dr. Lorcan Shérlock, 
who Sought the matter before the Court; 
Mr. Campbell (instructed by Mr. J. Jd. 
Tallon) for Mr. O'Neill; Mr. H. Hughes

and Mr. Bewley, K.C., and Mr. McGuckin

Mr. Campbell, continuing his argument for 
Mr. O'Neill, Said that when the Court rose 
on Monday his-lordship made a suggestion, 
and coumsel had had a éateful consultation 
with his client. “Mr O'Neill, who instructed 
him to say that he appreciated the very kind 
references and also the suggestion made by 
Dr. Sherlock, and supported by Mr. Bewley, 
on behalf of ‘the Attorney-General, that he 
should accept the offers for him to act in 
his personal capacity. His client asked him 
to say that, having “been elected as Lord 
Mayor by the members of the Corporation, 
who thems¢ives were~dleeted, that, whether 
rightly or. wrongly, he felt most deeply that 
it would not be right for him to put private 
or personal consideration before the trust 
which was reposed in him by the burgesses 
of Dublin when they elected him in 1917. 
The same question arose when the Govern- 
ment made the offer to him, when it was 
proposed to suspend or abrogate the func- 
tions of the Corporation. Whether rightly 
or wrongly, as.one who was elected to a 
public body, he thought it was his bounden 
duty not to take any special consideration. 
That being so, ht would rather not accept 
the trust in his private capacity. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—I do not think that 
you quite appreciate the position. You are 
here to contend that Mr. O'Neill still occu- 
pies the post of Lord Mayor, and that, as 
such, he is actually in office as ex officio 
trustee ? : 

Mr. Campbell—That is my contention. 

JUDGE'S SUGGESTION. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—You say that he is 
willing to continue as trustee in his capacity 
as Lord Mayor. The Attorney-General 1s 
willing that he should be appointed trustee ; 
therefore the only thing you want to avoid 
is that he is not Lord Mayor. Supposing 
that an order were made reciting the con- 
tentions of the two sides, and proceeding to 
appoint him and Mr. Clark as _ trustees, 
where would there be any decision in this 
Court? I appoint these two gentlemen as 
trustees, reciting the two contentions of the 
parties, and the position. ends where it was. 

Mr. Campbell—The matter had not quite 
occurred to me in that form. i 

Mr. Justice Johnston—lí I were appoint- 
ing somebody else as trustee that would 
clearly amount to a decision that Mr. O'Neill 
was nd longer trustee, but I am not doing 
that. I propose to appoint Mr. O'Neill as 
trustee and recite that he regards. himself 
still as trustee, and is willing to act, and 
Mr. Bewley contends that he is not trustee, 
but is willing that he should act if he is 
appointed, i 

Mr. Campbell—He appreciates that very 
much, indeed, and is quite willing to fall in 
with the suggestion in so far as it is in his 
capacity of Lord Mayor. In other words, 
the matter remains as it was before this 
case started. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—I must avoid giving 
a decision from that point of view. 

Mr. Campbell—If your Lordship could do 
it in the form declaring that they would 
be entitled to continue as trustees? 

Mr. Justice Johnston—I could not do that. 
That would be a decision against the Attor- 
ney-General. The position would be safe- 

uarded by a recital of the two contentions. 

t would avoid the necessity of a decision. 
The only thing, in my mind, is to fix this 
matter up before the end of the term. The 
considerations that you are putting before me 
are considerations of very great importance, 
and it might have to remain over till next 
term. That would be a disastrous thing from 
the point of view of the Trust. 

Mr. Bewley, on behalf of the Attorney- 
General, said that he was perfectly satisfied 
with the form suggested by his Pango 
The real object was that neither side could 
say that the case had been decided in their 
favour. Any future decision should be en- 
tirely unembarrassed by any decision of his 
Lordship. 

TRUSTEES APPOINTED. 

having consuited with his client, Mr. 
Campbell said that Mr. O'Neill had made a 
most admirable suggestion. He did not 
want the unfortunate poor to be in any way 
upset or delayed iu getting the money, and 
he suggested that if Mr. Hubbard Clark was 
appointed with Dr, Sherlock, the question 
whether the Lord Mayor was or was not a 
member of the Committee could be adjourned 
generally to be again argued if ever it arose, 

Mr. Justice Johnston asked Mr. Clark if 
he was willing to act, and Mr. Clark said 
that he was. He then adjourned the rest 
of the summons, and appointed Mr. Clark to 
act as trustee with Dr. Lorcan Sherlock, and 
increased the salary of the clerk of the Trust 
from £10 to £15 a year.

SWEDISH SHIPOWNERS’ 
ACTION. 

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

An appeal by the defendants in the case of 
the owners of the ss. Betula v. T. and C. 
Martin, Lid., from a decision of Mr. Justice 
Meredith refusing their application for an 
order transferring the action for trial to the 
i Circuit Court was heard, the appeal being 
allowed, with costs.. 

The action was brought by the plaintiffs, 
shipowners, of Helsingborg, Sweden, against 
the defendants, timber merchants, Dublin, to 
of £144 5s. 2d. for work 
done by the plaintiffs for the defendants in 
taking and carrying back from alongside the 
steamer part of a cargo of timber, of which 
the defendants were owners, on the quay at 
the Port of Dublin in December, 19235; or, 


to the plaintiffs for money paid by the plain- 
tiffs for the defendants at their request m 
respect of the discharging of the timber : or, 
alternatively, for breach of contract contained 
in a charter party dated órd November, 1923. 

It appeared that hefore the statement of 
claim was delivered the defendants lodged 
the sum of £91 18s. 10d. in court, alleging 
that that was sufficient to satisfy the. plain- 
tiffs’ claim. 

There was another appeal:listed in a second 
action between the same parties of a similar 
nature, in which the plaintiffs claimed £71 8s., 
and the defendants lodged £44 19s. in court, 
it. being agreed that the appeal should be 
ruled hy the decision of the Court in the first 


appeal, 

Me timber had been shipped from Norway.

consignees in a certain proportion; and the 
principal question in this case was whether 
the proportion allotted to the defendants was 
a reasonable proportion. 

It was also pointed out that disputes with 
regard to the-matter were frequent. and that 
as between the shipowners and the timber 
merchants it would be ver

serve as a guide. | | | 

In support of the appeal, however, it was 
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Circuit Court, there was no reason whatever 
why the vase should be retained in the : 
Court, as the custom of the Port of Dublin, 
which had Las rise to considerable con- 
troversy, not been pleaded, and there 
was no other question of special difficulty 
involved. 

The Chief Justice, giving judgment, said 
that they were of opinion that the uwpeal 
must be allowed, and the action must be 
transferred for trial to the Circuit Court.

ASYLUM ATTENDANTS’ PAY.

JUDGMENT IN TEST CASE, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
Judgment was given in the action in which 
Patrick Gallagher, an attendant in Ballina- 
sloe Mental Hospital, claimed a declaration 
that a resolution of the Joint’ Committee of 
Management of that hospital, purporting to 
effect a reduction in his pay and emoluments 
was invalid; and that the committee was not 
entitled to vary the terms or conditions of his 

service without his consent. 

In the course of his judgment, Mr. Justice 
Meredith held that ‘the case of Hayes v. the 
Richmond Asylum, to which he had been 
referred by. the defendants, only decided that 
the. governors of the asylum might dismiss a 
servant summaryyy-it did not decide that the 
ordinary incidénts of a contract between 
master and servant were dispensed with. On 
the evidence it was not clear when the 
plaintiff got notice of the change .in his 
wages, but the Court must hold that the 
plaintiff had notice on the Slst March, 1926. 
The effect of this would be that the plaintiff 
succeeded in establishing his: claim to an 
inquiry as to damages for the period down 
to the 1st April, 19926. The first declaration 
claimed in the statement of claim would have 
to be varied accordingly, and it was un- 
necessary to make any order on the second 
declaration claimed. The inquiry as to 
damages would be granted to the plaintiff, 
and the defendants must pay the plaintiff's 
costs.

CROSS-EXAMINATION OF 
INFORMER. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

The trial of Eugene McKeever, a young 
man from Breslanstown, Ardee, Co. Louth, 
for the murder of John Smith, junior, in a 
cabin on a patch of bog near Ardee in 
| February, 1924, was resumed yesterday. 

Francis Boyle, the principal State witness, 
was cross-examined by Mr. A. Lynn, counsel 
for the prisoner. He stated that he was now 
in prison awaiting trial on several charges, 
including one of attempted murder in 1922. 
He did’ not give evidence against McKeever 
in the hope that he would get out of the 
charges against himself. 

Were you at the shooting of a man named 
James Ward  ?— Yes. 

Did you get a pound for the shooting of 
Ward?—I could not say what I got it for. 
Michael McArdle, who gave it to me, has a 
good many more pounds to give me yet. 

In further cross-examination, the witness 
admitted having taken part in several armed 
raids. 

James Conlon and Terence Myles gave 
evidetice of having seen two men-on the rvad 
near the Smiths’ house on the night of the 
murders; and Sergeant Keating, Civic Guard, 
proved the arrest of McKeever at Barnet, 
Hertfordshire. Myles is the father of James 
| Myles, who was executed for the murder cf 
' John Smith, senior. 

The prisoner went into the witness box, and 
denied having been at the Smiths’ house on 
the night and having got money from Moore 
and McArdle to shoot the Smiths. Boyle’s 
statements as to conversations with him 
before and after the murder were lies, in- 
vented to get himself out of the charges 
against him, 

Cross-examined by Mr. Carrigan, K.C., for 
the State, he stated that he met Boyle while 
in Dundalk Jail, where he was interned in 
1923. In the jail they used to call him 
‘Robber Boyle.”’ He was never out on 
‘‘stunts”’ with Boyle. He went to England

DARK BLUES ROUTED. 


WELSH HALF-BACK’S 
GREAT PLAY. 


The fifty-first annual Rugby match between 
Oxford and Cambridge on the Rugby Union 
ground at Twicke yesterday brought 
with it no upset of form. Everything tur 
out as most good judges expected, and Cam- 
bridge, having matters largely their own 
way, gained an overwhelming victory by 
three goals and five tries to a goal. Wit 
this success they brought their number of 
wins in the series of matches to nineteen. 
Oxford have won twenty-three with the 


remaining nine left drawn. The superiority 


of the Cambridge team was almost as marked 
as that of a year ago, when they scored three 
goals and six tries to a try. As on that 
occasion the margin of points in their favour 
should have been even greater, but once more 
there were some unaccountable failures in 
oal-kicking. That point, however, need not 
is stressed, but all the same it is somewhat 
disconcerting to find such a ba place-kicker 
as Barlow unable to send the ball between 
the posts from directly in front of him. 

There had been a fairly general opinion that 
Oxford, by reason of their victories in their last 
two matches before meeting Cambridge, had come 
on a deal, and would give Cambridge a 
harder task than the earlier engagements of the 
teams suggested. This view was strengthened 
when, in iess than five minutes, Oxford gained a 
lead of five points. So far from following up 
this advantage, however, Oxford failed badly, 
Their forwards worked hard. but they were not 
reaily a good pack, and instead of over-running 
the Cambridge eight, as their supporters fondly 
hoped they would do, they found themselves, the 
longer the game lasted, not only beaten for pos- 
session in the tight, but more than held in the 
loose. Still it was not forward where Oxford 

roved themselves so lamentably weak. Their 
imitations were exhibited in a marked go 
beuind the scrummage, where, of seen men, Mac 
Donald, the scrum half, was the only one to show 
fcrm worthy of the occasion. The three-quarters, 
indeed, were, for the most part, negligible in at- 
tack and astoundingly weak in defence, Almost 
from start to finish they made the mistake of lying 
up almost in line with the serummage, the inevit- 
able result being that on most occasions when 
Cambridge broke through they had only the fuil. 
buck to deal with. Spragg, it must be confessed, 
played a poor game, but even a full-back of 
greater experience and ability would probably have 
been just as badly off. One could only presume 
that on the occasion when it was necessary for 
him to give of his best he found himself com- 
pletely out of form. Perhaps it will be more 
charitable to say nothing more about the work 
of the Oxford team outside the scrummage, except 
to mention that MacDonald did his best in dis- 
(oureging circumstances. When the chance came 
he got the ball out all right, and often made ground 
by short runs and beautiful kicks. Of the for- 
wards no one distinguished himself greatly. 
Probably Abell, the captain, was the best of the 
lot. Landale, after ae well, faded out of 
the picture, while occasionally one saw Roughead, 
Gubb, and Edmiston doing useful work. 
WINDSOR LEWIS THE DOMINATING 
PERSONALITY. 

The ite XV. did all that was asked of 
them. Bar.ow led his forwards very well, indeed, 
and was admirably supported by M‘Jiwaine, Allen, 
and Hamilton, and one and all lasted out splen- 
didly to the end. But it was at half:back where 
the Light Blues, as everyone expected, exercised 
such a pronounced superiority. With Williams 
booking well, Sobey was able to maintain a fine 
service from the scrum, and numerous openings 
were cut out by Windsor Lewis, who was the 
dominating personality of the Cambridge attack. 
Hie scored one characteristic try himself, and led 
up to some of the others. Of the three-quarters, 
Hamilton-Smythe was easily the most dangerous. 
He did not start too well, but once he had found 
his form he played better probably than he has 
ever done before. He and Morgan proved a fine 
pair of centres, Morgan getting better and better 
the longer the game lasted. and altogether the 
work of the Cambridge backs was in strong and 
striking contrast, especially in attack, to that of 
their opponents. Whenever they got the ball they 
did something. The Cambridge backs had so 
little to worry about in the matter of defence 
that one could not estimate their full powers in 
that direction, but it was noticeable in the early 
stages of the game—the only time that Oxford 
showed any approach to form-—that a stronger 
attacking force than the Dark Blues might have 
caused considerable trouble. 

Except for a drizzle which came on shortly 
before the start, the conditions were quite favour- 
able. There were probably 25,000 present. The 
King did not, after all, attend the match, but 
Mr. Stanley Baldwin and Mr. 8. M. Bruce, the 
Australian Premier, and an old Cambridge row- 
ing Blue, looked on. Straight from the kick off 
Cambridge went away, the ball being kicked over 
the Oxford line, where Caccia won the race and 
touched down From the drop out Cambridae 
started passing, but Oxford carried play to the 
other end. In four minutes they went ahead. 
MacDonald cut through splendidly and passed to 
Landale, who ran in with a try, from which 
Rerkelevy placed a goal. It took Cambridge a 
little time to recover from this shock, but at 
length their forwards beran to get the ball and 
there were several passing movements. These 
broke down through fanity handling. but after a 
quarter of an hour Windsor Tewis broke throuch 
the centre and gave Hamilton-Smythe a nice pass, 
the latter running strongly to get a try. The 
place kick was an easy one. but Barlow missed. 
Coghlan and Harding brought off a dribble to 
near the Oxford line, where Windsor Lewis picked 
up in the loose and, with a clever dodging run. 
swept throuch a hewildered defence. and obtained 
a try, which Barlow converted. The Oxford for- 
wards continned to play hard, but were twice 
driven back by good kicks by Morean.: and the 
interval arrived with Cambridge still leading by 
8 ae to 5. 

ike Oxford in the first half, Cambridge began 
the second with an early score, Windsor Lewis 
again cutting through and sending MHamilton- 
Smythe in with another unconverted try. Even 
before this Oxford had had a narrow escape, 
rage. after fielding the ball, carrying it over 
the line, and then kicking it against the corner 
flag, thus necessitating a five yards scrum. after 
one of the Cambridge forwards had picked it u 
and gone over. By dint of hard work, Oxford. 
with short rushes and punts, carried play to the 
Cambridge 25, but they were driven back, only 
to come again another rush, in which Landale 
and Caccia took part, causing Cambridge to 
touch down. 

, LIGHT BLUES’ STRONG FINISH. 
Thenceforward it was all Cambridge. From a 
line-out McIlwaine ran right through and passed 
to Allen, who scored a try, from which Barlow 
kicked a fine goal.

CARE OF SICK ANIMALS OF 
THE POOR. 


WORK OF DUBLIN DISPENSARY. 
Speaking at a reception held in 5 Leinster 
street, Dublin, yesterday, by the Com- 
mittee of the People’s Dispensary for 
Sick Animals of the Foor, 4a Portobello 
Harbour, Miss Patricia Hoey, honorary 


secretary, said that in six months the dis- 


pensary had treated 700 sick animals of the 
poor, All the work done was voluntary, and 
the only money spent was on medicines, 
drugs, and instruments. Mr, Grogan, the 
veterinary surgeon, gave his services free on 
the two nights each week on which the dis- 
pensary was open, and was assisted by two 
students of the Veterinary College. The 
animals brought to the ‘dis nsary ranged 
from donkeys and mules down to dogs, 
rabbits, and cats; and they were treated, 
free of charge, for all kinds of diseases, 
cancer included, as well as for wounds and 
broken bones. They tried to teach the poor 
people how to treat their animals and pets 
in a humane manner, and in this respect 
also their work was spreading and laying 
hold of the ple 

In conclusion, she said that their work had 
now grown to such a large extent that it 
had become imperative that they take over 
larger premises. This was being done; but 
it would take several hundred pounds to fit 
it up. They intended to take in animals 
for residential treatment. ,

»¥ields of potatoes were good generally, 
though the crop did not turn out quite so 
heavy as last vyear’s,- Kerr’s Pink and 
Arran Victory gave the best returns in dif- 
ferent counties, Only small quantities of 
potatoes were offered at markets, and prices 
ranged from 3s. to 3s. 6d. per cwt, in some 
counties, up to 4s, and 5s. 6d. per cwt. in 
other counties, 
The storing of mangels was completed 
early in the month. Yields generally were 
regarded as over average, and in some coun- 
ties the crop is described as the best for the 
CNCM biggie Eppa Turnips proved a parti- 
cularly g crop, and in County Monaghan 
yields were better than for years past. Slight 
damage was done to the erop in a few 
ee by crown-rot, heart-rot, and mil 
Lifting of sugar beet was started and 
yields were encouraging. Owing to the 
abundance of hay catch crops were sown in 
smaller areas than in other ‘seasons. Plots 
suffered from the heavy rains, and are in 
consequenee backward.

Sappree of cattle on offer at fairs were 
small, and were confined principally to 
young and a stores. A r demand 
made sales difficult to effect at October rates, 
and prices showed a downward tendency as 
the month advanced. Briskest inguiry was 
for lá to 2 years old heifers suitable ‘for’ 
breeding purposes; first class springing cows 
and heifers were also in strong demand, and 
sold at satisfactory prices. The range of 
= for prime fat bullocks and heifers was 
rom 56s. to 42s. per ewt., and in many cases 
these did not exceed the values current for 
forward stores of good quality. 

Supplies of milk showed the usual seasona) 
falling off, but were well up to average, not 
withstanding the severity of the weather and 
the increasing number of cows going dry. 
lhe average price paid by creameries to sup- 
pone (separated milk being returned) was in 

inster from 7d. to Tid. per gallon; in 
Munster from 5jd. to 7d. per gallon; in 
Ulster from 6d. to 8d. per gallon and in 
Connacht from 5d. to 7id. per gallon. 


SHEEP AND PIGS. 

Trade in both sheep and lambs was dull 
throughout, though prices continued on much 
the same level as the previous month. Best 
qualities of fat sheep brought from £3 to £4 
each in some countiés, but in other counties 
prices were within the limits of £2 12s. to 
£3 8s. 6d. each. Lambs met with fair sale 
at. rates which varied from Ws. to 50s. each. 
Supplies of fat pigs were well maintained. 
Prices, however, dropped by 3s. to 4s. per 
ewt, from those current in October. At the 
close of the month live weight prices had 
given way from 67s, per cwt. to around a 
level of 62s. to 63s. per cwt. On the dead 
weight basis of sale, prices in County Kil- 
kenny fell from 90s. to 86s. per cwt. In 
other Southern counties the level of dead 
weight prices fell to a range of 83s. to 88s. 
per cwt., the latter being paid only for pigs 
of more suitable weights. In County Cavan 
prices varied from 81s. per cwt. for best 
quality pics down to 78s. per cwt. for coarser 
sorts. Prices for young pigs in many 
counties dropped correspondingly with the 
fall in the values of finished pigs. In some 
counties bonhams sold at from 25s. to 35s. 
each, though in other counties the previous 
rates of £3 to £3 10s. each were maintained. 
In County Cavan hrood sows were sold at 
from £8 to £12 10s. each. 

No improvement was noticeable in the 
trade for horses, and the numbers on offer at 
fairs were small, 


DUBLIN PHILHARMONIC 
CHORAL SOCIETY. 


A SUCCESSFUL CONCERT. 


It was a very iuteresting programme that 
the Dublin hilharmonic Choral Society 
arranged for its concert in the Metropolitan 
Hall, Abbey street, last night. The con- 
ductor, Mr. Turner Huggard, in his first 
choral group presented ‘‘ Here is a little 
don,”’ H. Howells; “The Crib,” 
Martin Shaw, and “Corpus Christi,” by §F 
Warlock—all three very appropriate at this 
season. They were sung with a fine sense 
of devotional restraint, in which one admired 
the pianissimo effect, The entries were 
particularly good. In a second group, which 
comprised “Fair and fair,” by Walford 
Davies; “Cradle Song,” by  Rimsky- 
Koreakov, and “The faery chorus,” by KR 
Boughton, there was heard some very descrip: 
tive choral work. Again there was evident 
the soft hushed entry—a method studied with 
marked effect by the conductor. There was 
excellent descriptive work in this group. 
“Fair and fair’? was particularly vivid, Mr. 
Turner Huggard 's mó being very fasci- 
nating: the intonation of Cupids curse 
was strikingly done. he “Faery chorus 
danced along with a lovely rhythm, but 
the “Cradle song ' appeared to drag. 

Armstrong Gtbb's ‘Songs of enchant- 
ment’’ were nicely rendered, and later the 
choir. was effective in its light-hearted treat 
ment of ‘‘Cargoes’’ and “Sir Eglamore,’’ by 
H. Balfour Gardiner. The colouring mm 
“Cargoes ’? was delightful, and one liked the 
delivery of the final phrase with its clean- 
cut ending : 

The soloists in the choral pieces were Mrs. 
P. Gillespie and Mr. W. Maieébr, both of 
whom got through their work very well. 
Generally the + Bi singing was very 
pleasant, especially in the softer passages. 
The ladies’ voices were beautifully smooth 
and tuneful. The male voices suffered from 
lack of numbers, especally in the louder 


passages. 
Mr. John Goss, of London, sang a number 
of songs, mainly of the traditional style. He 
rendered these with the easy min 
in 
diction is very ‘good, every word coming 
through clearly, and he has a full sense ol 
hrasing. His word play im the 

early seventeenth century song, ' Tobacco,’ 
by Tobias Hume, was very adroit. Dr. 
Boyce’s “Song of Momus to Mars" and 
Purcell’s “I'll sail upon the Dog Star “” were 
also cleverly told little tales. In a second 
roup he sang with a fine lofty effect Gordon 
Slater's setting of Thomas Hardy's “In the 
time of the breaking of nations.”’ Mr. Goss's 
fiair forthe folk song was again evident in the 
sixteenth century “] have twelve oxen,’’ but 
he did not do quite so well in the singing of 
the old Irish air “ Open the door softly."’ He 
lacked those subtle Jittle shakes that the

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BADMINTON A PART 
OF CHURCH WORK. 
NORTH ERN DI VISLONAL 
COURT'S DECISION, 


>_> 


The Divisional Court of Northern Ireland 
yesterday decided ‘a valuation appeal which 
involved the decision that the: playing of 
badminton is part of the religious work of 
a church... The judges were the Lord Chief 
Justice and Mr. Justice Brown. The 
appellants in the case were the Commis- 
sioners of Valuation, and the ‘Jrustees of 
Fisherwick Presbyterian Church, Belfast, 
were respondents. 

r. J. C. MacDermott (instructed by Mr. 
J. H. Gunning), for the appellants, said that 
the appeal was brought on a case stated by 
the Recorder, who recited that the case came 
before him by way of appeal by the Trustees 
of the church against a valuation of £29 
‘adSessed upon the Musgrave Lecture Hall 
attathed to Fisherwick Church. ‘The Trustees 
had appealed to the Recorder on the ground 
that the premises were used entirely for reli- 
gious and social work in connection with the 
church; that the premises were never rented 
or let for profit; that they were exempt 
from rating, and that the valuation was ex- 
cessive. It was contended by the Commis- 
sidners that the premises, not being used ex- 
clusively for charitable purposes, were not 
exempt 

The Recorder stated that he found on the 
that the Minor Hall, the use of 
which had given rise to the. dispute, was 
used for -prayer meetings, congregational 
meetings and guild meetings. The hall was 
used during six months of the year two or 
three times a week for the playing of bad- 
minton by the members of the guild. Ucca- 
sionally badminton natches had heen played 
with other clubs, but no admission fee was 
charged... The Recorder held that the user 
tor badminton’ was a very small part of the 
user of the hall, and that in practice it 
ought to be neglected; that the user was for 
the advancement of religion and was part and 
parce! of the work of the church, and that 
the user did not cease to be exclusively 
charitable by reason of any subscription 
charged for guild membership. The Recorder 
then ruled that the premises ought to be 
exentpt. 

Mr.: MacDermott now argued that it was 
wrong to hold that the user for badminton 
was a charitable user. He understood that 
the trustees in the Court below made the 
case that. the badminton was for the advance- 
ment of religion. He, however, contended 
that, although the hall was used by a con- 
gregation. it did not follow that it was used 
for a charitable purpose It could not be 
held that the playing of badminton was in 
furtherance of religion. 


CASE FOR THE CHURCH. 

M. G. Ellison (instructed by Messrs. 
M. H. Turnbull and Company), for the 
trustees, argued that the uee of the hall 
by the guild was part of the religious work 
of the church. The idea that church work 
consisted solely of preaching and the study 
of theology was one, he thought, which had 
been largely exploded, and of late years 
there had been a great change in opinion 
regarding the functions of the clergy and 
and the officers of the church. These guilds 
kept the young people out of mischief, kept 
them from going to doubtful places of 
amusement, and fostered friendliness and 
good feeMic, which, after all, was part of the 
religious work. The playing of badminton by 
members of the congregation was part of the 
church work,( and clearly was a charitable 
user.

THE JUDGMENT. 

The Lord Chief Justice, giving judgment, 
said that it-had been urged before them that 
because the guild of young people played 
badminton for six months of the year, that 
deprived the building of the right to be 
classified as a building used exclusively for 
charitable purposes. The trustees were in 
possession of the hall the whole time, and he 
did not think that any man could say reason- 
ably that these young people, members of the 
congregation, allowed the use of the hail 
reasonably in this way, were secularising it 
and depriving it of its religious and. there 
fore, charitable nature. He thought that the 
use of the hall, even though badminton was 
played, was part of the church work. He 
could say that the badminton—although it 
might seem anomalous to say it at first—was 
all part of the system for using the place for 
the benefit of the religion which the congrega- 
tion professed. It was all part of the church 
work and, therefore, should be deemed tu be 
exempt. 

Mr. Justice Brown, who concurred, said 
that the Recorder's decision was a most 
admirable one. He added that nowadays 
any church without such a hall of its own 
was more or less crippled. 

Their Lordships gave judgment for the 
Trustees accordingly, with costs.

DEPUTIES' PROTEST AGAINST 
DELAY IN WEXFORD. 

At a meeting of the Wexford County 
Council questions were raised by Mr, M, 
Doyle, T.D., and, Alderman R. Corish, T.D.. 
with reference to the delay in proceeding with 
the work on the Wexford-Enniscorthy road. 
‘or which a State grant of £35,900 has been 
aliocated. Mr. Doyle stated that in the Vail 
the Deputies were taunted with the state- 
ment that County Councils had money avail- 
able for the relief of unemployment which 
they were not utilising. 

The County Surveyor explained that the 
specification for the work on the road could 
not be prepared until the preliminary work 
was complete. A complaint was made against 
the: bituminous surfacing of roads, and the 
question of using concrete was being mooted. 
He was having a conference with Mr. Quigley, 
Chief Roads Engineer, this week on the 
matter. 

Replying to Colonel Gibbon, the County 
Survevor estimated that if concrete were to 
be used, about 4,000 tons of vement would be 
needed 

Alderman Corish, protesting against the 
delay in proceeding with the work, stated 
that it was a scandalous state of affairs. There 
were a number of the Council’s workmen 
under notice of dismissal because of ‘‘in- 
sufficient money,” although a grant of £35,000 
was available and not being used. Thousands 
of people were starving in the country, yet 
the officials did not seem to take the slightest 
interest in the matter. |

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SCHOOL ACCOMMODATION 


IN DUBLIN,

ARCHBISHOP'S BEPLY TO 
WORKERS’ COUNCIL, 

In a leiter to Mr, Thomas Irwin, Secre- 
tarv of the Dublin Workers’ "Council, in re- 
gard to the shortage of school accommodation 
in the Fairview district, the Most Rey. Dr. 
Pvrne. Archbishop of Dublin, states that the 
provision of school and church accommoda- 
tion had given him much anxiety for the 
} past’ couple of years. The problem was a 
serious one, the financial side being not the 
least xerious. . The circumstances were pecu- 
liar. A whole town sprang up in a year or 
two: a population came into being where 

fields and gardens existed shortly before. 

On Father Flanagan's appointment the 
acquisition of a site for a church and schools 
were his first care. Negotiations for that 
purpose with the Civic Commissioners and 
with the Ministry of Education took a con- 
siderable time. ‘' The Christian Brothers 
have agreed to build a boys’ school, and 
Father Flanagan hes signed contracts for 
the building ofa girls’ school, and the work 
is already proceeding. The mere shell of the 
church ‘will cost £27,000 and the schools 
£33,000. The Administrator must undertake 
the whole liability for the church and £11,000 
of the liability for the ‘schools, and all this 
at a time when money is searce and want of 
employment so prevalent,” 

In the course of a limited time, Dr. Byrne 
states in conclusion, he hopes to be in a 
position to cope with the increased popula- 
tion of the city, but he was very loath to 
add to the burdens of the people at a time 


when they were so pressed. The matter was 
occupying his closest attention. —

LICENCE ON TROUT RODS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—Referring to the resolution passed by 
the Irish conservators at their meeting in 
Dublin last. Thursday, dealing with an im- 
position of five shillings on the trout angler 
(brown), I would like, as one of those in- 
terested in the preservation of the fisheries 
generally, to express my opinion, Mr. Whipp 
(Limerick), im putting the resolution for an 
imposition of five shillings on every trout rod, 
gave as his reason for so doing that thousands 
upon thousands of salmon’ fry are destroyed 
every year in his district by people who can 
fish without any licence at all. Surely he 
does not argue that the imposition of a licence 
will prevent the killing of these immature 
fish. In my opinion, the only way to prevent 
poaching of every kind is to wipe out the 
poacher, and this can only be done by public 
opinion, aided by trustworthy officials of the 
different boards throughout the country. “In 
my experience, persons who kill salmon fry, 
or any kind of fry for that matter, are either 
young persons who are not sufficiently 
educated to know the difference between trout 
fry and salmon fry, or the individual who 
fishes and kills for the love of killing, and 
not for sport. It is easy enough to deal with 
the latter, but, in the case of the former, if 
the conservators’ men warn. these young 
persons—and it is not necessary to warn 
every one of them, as warnings of that nature 
spread in a district—of the penalties attached 
to such practices, it will have the desired 
effect. | 

My opinion—and I think I express the 
opinion of every angler in the Fermoy and 
surrounding districts—is that the imposition 
of a licence on a trout rod is another method 
of taxing the poor, and an attempt to con- 
serve this form of sport to a certain class of 
individuals in the country. Why were not 
these reforms suggested in 1914, when nine 
out of every ten men were employed in the 
country, whereas to-day the reverse is the 
case” If Mr. Whipp and his colleagues wish 
to preserve i ture salmon, and i re. 
fish of every kind, there is only one way. of 
doing it successfully, and that is by en- 
couraging anglers’ associations throughout the 
whole country. 
In the Fermoy and Castlelyons districts, 
and those districts through which the Bride 
and Blackwater flow, anglers’ associations 
have cropped up during the past few years, 
with the result that every man in the associa- 
tions has become indirectly an honorary bailiff 
to the board. Another method of encouraging 
those who join such associations is that those 
persons who have fisheries in their own right 
could allow members of the association to fish 
thereon during those months of the year when 
the fishing is not let or in the late season, 
when the fish to be caught thereon are of no 
value from a market point of view. In this 
district Dr. Montgomery, who owns that 
famous salmon fishery known as Careysville. 
and is president of the Fermoy Anglers’ 
Association, grants such a concession 
annually.—-Yours. ete,,

Srr,—For the benefit of your readers who 
are sportsmen may I make a few suggestions 
for the protection of game, which, unfor- 
tunately, is very nearly extinct in the Free 
State? ‘Sunday shooting of game should not 
be allowed, as this is a gala day for poachers. 
The £2 game licence is really too cheap, and 
this should be increased to double. Gun 
cartridges should be taxed £1 per 100. The man 
with the 5s. licence for the shooting of vermin 
should be limited to 25 cartridges and not 
100, as at present, as he is often the greatest 
offender in taking liberties in shooting game. 
Motoring, wireless, racing and fishing are 
taxed severely and protected sternly by the 
State. Why should it not protect the game, 
which would be a great incentive to upholding 
the best sporting traditions of ourcountry!? At 
the rate at which we are going we shall soon 
have nothing to shoot but jackdaws and 
rabbits.—Yours, etc., ** SPORTSMAN,”

They had governing the country 
to-day a body of men who sowed the seeds 
of revolution, and they were responsible for 
the Lack-wash and aftefmath that existed in 
the country to-day in the way of poverty and 
unemployment. 
He quoted speeches of Mr. Kevin O’ Higgins 
in 1920, in which-he said that he would cease 
to be their representative when the people 
accepted 99 per’ cent. of their demand, and 
that sooner than take the oath he would pre- 
fer to have his tongue and his hand cut off. 
It was language like that which encouraged 
the young men to take to the gun, and was 
responsible for the misery and ruin that 
existed to-day. The appeal of the new 
party was to the young men to lay aside the 
gun, and to try and take the country out of 
its present bedraggled and torn condition. 


INCREASING TAXATION. 

Under the present Government, instead of 
a decrease in taxation, they had an increase— 
an absurd and ridiculous increase. In Dun- 
dalk President Cosgrave stated that there was 
more money in the Irish banks—presumably 
the Free State—than there was a few years 
ago. That was rather a loose way for a 
Minister to put it, for what was meant by a 
few years? It might mean 1890 or 1900 or 
1920. There might be more in the banks now 
than there was in 1890, but between. 1922 and 
1925 the deposits in the banks of the Free 
State had decreased by £25,000,000. In 
1924 the exports were £51,500,000, in 1925 
£44,000,000, and up to last September they 
were barely £40,000,000. Out of that they 
had to pay £30,000,000 for national taxation 
and £6,.000,000 for local taxation. ge 
If they were to make a beginning with in- 
dustrial development and more employment, 
they must cut down absurd taxation under 
which the country. was groaning. They had 
22.000 officials, and the only reply that was 
given to demands for a committee to invest!- 
gate expenditure was the statement by Mr. 
Blythe that the permanent officials could put 
their fingers in the eyes of such a committee, 
but it appeared to him (Mr. O'Donnell) that 
the permanent officials were putting their 
fingers in the eye of Mr. Blythe. It was time 
that they cast aside folly and nonsense and

‘figure in 1925 was 31,988 tóns, and Messrs. 
Workman, Clark and Co.’s 25,911. The 
tonnage of new vessels launched this year is 
small compared with the tonnage launched in 
pre-war years. 

Harland and Wolff's output has been of a 
varied character, including first elass high- 
powered passenger liners, for the Royal Mail, 
Union Castle and Elder Dempster Lines, cargo 
vessels for the Bank Line, and oil tank 
vessels for the Lago Shipping Co. 

Besides the work of new construction, 
Harland and Wolff have carried out at Bel- 
fast extensive alterations on the Pacific Steam 
Navigation Co.’s passenger liner Orduna, also 
overhaul and repairs to different vessels 
during the year, including the British- | 
Mexican Petroleum Co.’s Invergoil and Inver- 
leith; also the Bank Line’s ss. Wyneric, etc. 

Messrs, Workman, Clark and: Co.’s output 
of 26,760 tons was made up of the Holt 
motor ships, Orestes and Idomeneus, and the 
Union Castle liner Llandaff Castle. The firm. 
has six vessels on hand—namely, one for the 
Commonwealth and Dominion Line, one for 
Furness, Withy and Co., one for the Anglo- 
American Oil Co., and three for the United 
Fruit Co. 

PROSPECTS FOR NEW YEAR. 

There are brighter prospects before the 
shipyards at present than was the case twelve 
months ago. Recently a number of important

TOUR OF INSPECTION. 

Professor O'Sullivan, T.D., Minister for 
Education; Messrs. F. Lynch, Minister. of 
Fisheries, and James Crowley, T.D., have 
inst concluded an exhaustive tour of the 
Dingle peninsula. 

At Castlegregory the Ministers met the 
Rev. Father Harrington, P.P., and the Rev. 
Father Kelleher, C,C. The Ministers ex: 
plained that they were not engaged in a tour 
of speech-making, but rather on a tour of 
inspection, to meet their constituents and 
discuss local grievances. Among the matters 
discussed were the drainage of Lough Gill, 
sea erosion in the Maharees. 

Mr, Lynch spoke entirely in Irish at Bally- 
ferriter. He referred to txe many calls from 
different parts of the Saorstat on the Govern- 
ment. Every proposition had to be carefuily 
considered. The Government had to rely on 
taxation solely for their income, 
taxation was as much already as the people 
could bear. Millions had been spent in sup- 
pressing the civil war and _ repairing the 
damage, which was now badly needed for re- 
construction work. 

Professor O’Suilivan dealt with the political 
situation, and explained the utter impos- 
sibility of three T.D.’s covering effectively 
large county like Kerry. The people had 
an oportunity in 1923 of électing seven mem- 
bers to the Dail. They only elected three. 
The people would be atforded another oppor- 
tunity within the next twelve months, and 
they should consider carefully how they 
would record their votes. The Dail was the 
only place where their representatives could 
serve them, 


DISFRANCHISED COUNTY, 

Rev, Father Breen, C.C. (in the unavoid- 
able absence of Very Rev. Canon McDon- 
nell), presided at a largely-attended meeting 
in Dingle. Professor O'Sullivan dealt at 
length with the political situation. He ridi- 
culed the idea of the Government being in- 
fluenced from London.

F.ducation in America. 


To-day the United States 

more frequent and. more flagrant 
than it is in the rudest corner of Eastern 
Europe. Every great city has its gangs 
of criminals whose hands do not seem to 
be less free for robbery and murder 
because their names and all the details 
of their careers are well known to the 
police, They plan bank robberies on the 
grand scale, and, when they are inter- 
rupted, usually “shoot to kill.” Some- 
times these gangs provide a diversion by 
feuds among themselves, when the streets 
of New York and Chieago are turned into 
battle-grounds and the latest resources of. 
warfare are employed. A few weeks ago 
a “‘gang-leader’’ was killed by a machine 
gun mounted on a motor car, and more 
recently one gang attacked another’s head- 
quarters with bombs dropped from an 
aeroplane. The prohibition laws—or 
rather, the wealth that comes swiftly 
from a successful evasion of them—are a 
most fruitful source of crime. Not only 
in the great cities, but throughout the 
Eastern States, gangs quarrel savagely 
over the profits of “bootlegging.” We 
recorded yesterday the murder of Joseph 
Adams, Mayor of West City, Illinois, who 
was shot on his own door-step. “He is 
alleged to have been associated with the 
Shelton gang, against whom a bigger gang

the United States for three thousand miles. 
The large number of still unassimilated 
immigrants from Southern and Eastern 
Europe probably accounts for certain 
features of American crime, but is not a 
sufficient explanation of its extent, and is 
no explanation of its comparative impunity. 
Furthermore, the United States can boast 
the most costly system of education in the 
world. The doors of her public schools, 
magnificent buildings, splendidly equipped, 
are open to the children of the meanest 
immigrant; and Johnson’s complaint, 
‘““Slow rises worth by poverty depressed,” 
has no meaning in the United States. 
Every clever boy can rise on steps of 
innumerable public benefactions to the’ 
universities, and these universities flourish 
under the patronage not merely of their 
several States, but of America’s large army 
of millionaires, It is admitted also that 
the country’s ideals of social service are 
exalted. The welfare of children is the 
care of many enthusiastic organisations. 
Captains of industry are lavishly studious 
of their workers’ comfort. This zeal for social 
“uplift’’ has inspired a thousand experi- 
ments in human betterment; yet the 
United States retain an unchallenged 
supremacy of widespread and tolerated 
crime. 

We are forced to the conclusion that in 
education quantity and quality are very 
different things, and that the quality of 
American education must be gravely at 
fault. Can it be, after all, that some of | 
the. quiet countries of Europe are pro- 
ducing better results at a tithe of 
America’s. expenditure, theorising and 
fussiness? Religion is not taught in the 
State schools of the land of freedom. It 
is an old-fashioned thing, and it fosters 
some old-fashioned virtues—morality, for 
instance, reverence, discipline and a boy’s 
sense of responsibility to his God, his 
and himself. We have the 
testimony of a great American citizen, 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler; President of 
Columbia University, to American civilisa- 
tion’s failure in the production of these 


| university, Dr. Butler says :—

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**The modern Philistines who are trying to 
reduce education to a costly pantomime are a 


line for

opportunities for ignorance, thoroughness for 
superficiality, and morals for impulsive and 
appetitive conduct.” 


Who that has studied American politics, 
American literature and American news- 
papers will question this indictment? At 
every turn they suggest that American 
civilisation has ceased to be based on the 
solid virtues, that American culture, for all 
its zeal, is superficial, and that many of the 
old restraints have vanished in the frantic 
race for wealth, The “moral” of nearly 
every American film that is exhibited in 
Dublin is—

We are overwhelmed in these days with 
criticisms of the defects-of our Irish system 
of education, and many of them are just ; 
but it tries, with frequent success, to 
provide a spiritual armour for the battle 
of. life. In America, it seems, education 
exhorts the young to “get rich quick,” but 
too often fails to check them when crime 
offers the quickest way. 


A Civic Week. 


A largely attended meeting in Dublin 
yesterday, under the chairmanship of 
Mr. Commissioner Murphy, decided 
unanimously that a Civic Week should be 
held in the Irish capital in the autumn of 
next year. Mr. Murphy outlined the ob- 
jects of a Civic Week in an admirable 
speech. Dublin, he said, had something 
to show to other cities. It ought to be not 
only the seat of the Legislature and the 
law, but also the leader of a national 
movement towards civic well-being and 
progress. A Civic Week would give it an 
opportunity of re-telling the varied story 
of its past, of displaying its present re- 
sources and activities, and of examining 
its future possibilities. Mr, Murphy has 
set a high ideal before his mind. He 
has planned a city, “ beautifully and well 
laid-ont and maintained,” with an expand- 
ing and powerful industvial life, an eager 
intellectual activity and a growing achieve- 
ment in literature and art, He desires 
that the Dublin of the future shall be a 
real capital city, rivalling the Dublin of 
the eighteenth century in its social bril- 
liance, yet yielding place to none of its 
European contemporaries 
enterprise or civic progress. 
undoubtedly, will do much 
Dublin s interest in itself. 
Europe have a more fascinating history 
than Dublin. Within a stone’s throw 
of Christ Church Cathedral can be found 
the scenes of some of the most fateful 
events in the history of our country, while 
in one little street, running down from 
Christ Church Place to the 
Handel's “ Messiah ” was produced for the 
first time, Drapiers Letters were pub- 
lished, and Henry Grattan was born. From 
Danish times to our own day Dublin has 
been a city of a rich and coloured story. 
From Strongbow to Lord Edward and from 
Silken Thomas to those of our own genera- 
tion figures of destiny and romance have 
written their names across its records. 
Much of Dublin’s glory has faded, but new 
opportunities are being created, and the 
growth of the civic spirit encourages the 
hope that great things lie ahead. During 
recent months both Manchester and Liver- 
pool have organised Civic Weeks with con- 
spicueus success. Neither can compare 
with Dublin in historic or literary interest. 
Neither has its natural beauties or its 
social flair, There is every reason to 
believe, therefore, that a Civic Week in 
Dublin will be a notable event, and we 
hope that the people of the city will do 
everything in their power to further the 
project. As Mr. Murphy said yesterday, 
the onus of organisation will fall on the 
business community, which must derive 
the greatest immediate advantage from its 
success. It will cost money; for a 
niggardly display would be worse than 
none, and early steps ought to be taken to 
the machinery of preparation in 
motion. Much spade-work must be done. 
Schemes must be drafted, “ publicity ” 
must be arranged, and a thousand and one 
details of administration must be con- 
sidered ; but, if the work is undertaken 
in earnest, success will be assured, and 
Dublin’s Civic Week may become a Euro- 
pean event.

Belfast Ships. 


The figures relating to shipbuilding in 
Belfast during 1926 are distinctly en- 
couraging. During the last twelve months 
the firm of Harland and Wolff has turned 
out 65,765 tons of new shipping, as com- 
pared with only 51,988 tons in the previous 
year; and, with Messrs. Workman and 
Clark’s quota of 26,760 tons, the total 
tonnage for the year reaches the satis- 
factory figure of 92,525 against 1925's 
total of 57,899 tons. But for the unfor- 
tunate intervention of the coal strike in 
Great Britain, the Laurentic, of 18,000 
tons, would have been launched during the 
year, and the gross tonnage would have 
exceeded 100,000 tons. Belfast continues 
to maintain its supremacy in British ship- 
building. Its work during the past twelve 
months has included the fine Union Castle 
liner, Carnarvon Castle, of 20,000 tons, 
and the Royal Mail Steam Packet liner, 
Alcantaran, of 27,000 tons, both motor- 
driven vessels of the latest type. In 
addition to these two great ships, cargo 
vessels, oil tankers and many smaller craft 
have left the Lagan to carry the name of 
Belfast to the uttermost ends of the earth. 
The prospects for next year are even 
brighter, Messrs. Harland and.Wolff have 
received orders for nine large motor ships 
from the King Line, of London, as well 
as for four. oil tankers,. and some other 
vessels for the Nelson and White Star 
companies. “The Northern capital has 
passed through many dark days since 
the war. The linen trade has been almost 
ruined, and there has been a general 
decline in Belfast’s prosperity. With a 
revival in the shipbuilding industry, how- 
ever, better times can be predicted. The 
remarkable energy and skill of the 
Northern people will not be denied their 
reward, and, sooner or later, Belfast will 
rise again to the industrial eminence which 
it occupied before the war. Its p 
will be watched with sympathetic interest 
in the Free State. Greater prosperity in 
the North means better business in the 
South; for the economic destinies of the 
two States are interwoven so closely that 
improvements in the one are bound to have 


almost instant reactions in the other. 


hi Work on Sundays, 


The problem of Sunday observance is 
causing much excitement in the State of 
New Jersey. Some weeks ago the State 
authorities, determined to put a stop to 
cinematograph performances on Sunday, 
revived the ancient-‘‘ blue’ laws, which 
made public entertainments of any kind 
illegal on the Sabbath day. The owners of 
cinematograph establishments were much 
incensed as a result of this drastic action, 
and determined to “get their own 
back.” The “blue” laws, apparently, are 
extremely far-reaching in their applica- 
tion, and the cinema trade sos 
insisted. that they must be imposed i 
their entirety. On last Sunday, ers 
one hundred persons were arrested in New 
Jersey State on various charges of Sabbath- 
breaking. They included those who sold 
tobacco and ‘soft’? drinks, restaurant and 
tea-shop keepers, tramcar and omnibus 
officials, telephone operators and  boot- 
blacks, all of whom were guilty of Sanday 
wotk The news of this development 
spread quickly to the newspaper offices, 
and “ live-wire’’ reporters and photo- 
graphers were sent post-haste to the scene 
of the arrests, only to be taken promptly 
into custody for a further breach of the 
é“ ]aw.” Thus a farcical condition of 
affairs has been created. The unfortunate 
authorities of New Jersey are at. their 
wits’ end to find a way out of the diffi- 
culty; but the cinema-owners have 
resolved that they will not yield, and that 
every person who works on the Sabbath 
day, in any capacity, must pay the full 
penalty of his crime. In the cireum- 
stances. the State authorities seem to have 
only one course; they must re-inter the 
“blue ” laws with as good a grace as 
possible and allow the sinful public to 
enjoy its Sunday -evening at the 
‘‘ movies.”” Possibly the whole business is 
a ‘‘stunt’’ to advertise the State; but in 
that event, the sooner New Jerse: secures 
a new “ issin is se the better. .

people, and ‘‘ Your lady gives no trouble 
would: be said of the Queen. The three 
Englishmen that aroused Thackeray's ire 
in Kerry were a cook from Cambridge and 
his two nephews The smaller the people, 
the bigger the hubbcb they make about 
themselves. 

In Frances Anne Kemble’s “ Further 
Records ” we find what one that had travelled 
widely thought of the palatial hotels of 
Switzerland :—‘* The present mode ol 
travelling detracts much from its pleasure in 
conseauence of the vast crowds of people 
one meets in every direction. The inns or 
hotels, becging their pardons, are all like 
palaces (gin palaces, I think | ought to say), 
magnificent, flaring, glaring, showy 
luxurious, in all their public apartments, but 
noisy, disorderly. dirty and quite deficient 
in comfortable private accommodation. , 

To the attraction of these huge houses of 
entertainment are added musical bands, 
illuminations, fireworks, fire balloons and 
spectacles of every kind, besides that of the 
sweet, solemn and sublime features of the 
beautiful scenery—all which seems to me 
very vulgar . . ; but I am thankful for 
what I have enjoyed, and do still enjoy, 
though under such different conditions.” 
She noted that it was really curious to see 
the fervent zeal of money -making by which 
every class of the community and every in- 
dividual of every class was animated. 

From the braying of bands, three hundred 
people at the table d’héte and perpetual in- 
rushing and outrushing of travellers we turn 
with joy to Jonah Bairington’s account of 
the Irish inns of his day—"“ a ee of 
slovenliness, bad meat, worse cooking, and 
few vegetables, save the royal Irish potato ;

Harding kept the natest inn in Ballyroan, 
close to my father’s house. I recollect. to 
have heard a passenger telling her that his 
sheets had not been aired. With great 
civility Moll Harding begged his honour s 
pardon, and said they certainly were and 
must have been well aired; for there was 
not a gentleman came to the house ine last 
fortnight that had not slept in them.” 
Jonah in the cupboard-bed in the kitchen 
is a delightful story.

HOW MRS. CHRISTIE 
GREETED HER HUSBAND. 


When Colonel Christie arrived at the 
hydro it was arranged that he should sit 
in the lounge, and, if Mrs. Christie re- 

cnised him, he would give a pro- 
ranged signal to the detectives, who 
would then withdraw, He gave the signal, 
but, in fact, Mrs. Christie did not recog- 
nise him. 

When he approached her, she rose, and, 
then turning to a fellow-guest at the hotel. 
said: “I am excited, because my brother 
has just arrived,’ 
time later Colonel Christie and 
Christie dined together. but it 
seemed a formal dinner party, and gave 
every indication that Mrs. Christie was 
‘uflering from loss of memorv. 

Throughout her stay at the hotel Mrs. 
Christie was known as “Mrs, Teresa Neele, 
of Cape Town, South Africa.” 

It is said that on one occasion whilst 
talking with a fellow-guest Mrs. Christie 
cave the impression that she had recently 
suffered a severe ‘bereavement in the loss’ 
of her child. 

[here was never at any time anything 
to attach suspicion to any of her move- 
ments from the time she arrived on De- 
cember 4 until yesterday. It is under- 
stood, however, that from the beginning 
ol the week several guests were under the 
impression that she answered the descrip- 
tion, and that it- was the accumulated 
effect of this evidence which led to her 
stay at the hotel being reported.

STORY OF THE SEARCH

MISTERY THAT BAFFLED 
THE POLICE. 


The mystery of Mrs. Christie’s dis- 
appearance for over a week had engaged 
‘he attention of the police and the public 
f the whole. country. While Mrs. 
Christie was quietly spending her time in 
Yorkshire, thousands of people were 

‘carching every inch of ground within a 
forty miles radius’ of Newlands Corner, 
‘trrey, for traces of her whereabouts. The 
‘ay-by-day story of the great search may 
be summarised as follows : — 

Mrs. Christie visited relatives at Dork- 
ng on Friday, December órd, and then 
returned to The. Styles, Sunningdale, 
“here she lived with her husband, Colonel 


Christie, 


Just before 10 p.m. Mrs, Christie left 


‘home in her motor car, after writing a 


note to her secretary, saying that she 
would not be home that night. 


MOTOR CAR ABANDONED. 

At 6.20 the next morning a gravel pit 
worker was asked by a woman, whose car 
was. standing by the roadside, about 400 
yards below Newlands Corner, to start the 
engine for her. The woman drove slowly 
away. From his description of her. the 
police were satisfied that she was Mrs. 
Christie. The car was found abandoned 
at Newlands Corner at 8 o'clock that 
morning. In it were found a fur coat be- 
longing to Mrs. Christie, some other cloth- 
ing, and an attache case, but the papers 
provided nothing to explain her disappear- 
ance. 

On the following four days all the avail- 
able police in the county were engaged in 
searching the. countryside around New- 
lands Corner, and on other days special 
constables and the public helped. <Aero- 
planes and a tractor were used. 

Colonel Christie’s brother at Plumstead 
received a letter from Mrs. Christie poe 
ing a London postmark, and ‘timed ab 
two hours after the car was 
abandoned. 

Towards the end of the week a letter 
was found, addressed by Mrs, Christie to 
her husband, some time before she 
vanished, saying that she intended to stay 
at a Yorkshire spa to recover her health.

STRIKES AT HANKOW.

HANKOW, Tuesday. 

The strike spirit has been intense during 
the last two days. The men in Messrs. 
Jardine, Matheson, and Company's ware- 
houses, refused to handle cargo, and are atill 
ov strike. The police of the native city 
walked out, demanding an increase of pav, 
which was agreed to by the officials, and the 
men have resumed duty. There were 
numerous minor strikes. 

Madame Sun Yat-Sen has presented every 
female striker of the British Cigarette Com- 
pany with two dollars. 

Yang Sen is reported to-have been driven 
out of Sbasi (on the. Yangtse, 250 miles above 
Hankow), by the Nationalists (Cantonese). 

The China Navigation (British) Company's 
steam Tungting has been subjected to a heavy 
rifie fire, and a British gunboat has gone to 
Shasi this morning. 

The boycott is being actively carried on in 
the towns of the Hupeh Province. 


AMERICAN STEAMER ATTACKED. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
HANKOW, Tuesday. 

The American oil tanker Melming, carrying 
a naval guard of six men, was heavily fired 
on by Cantonese troops last night thirty-six 
miles from Ichang. Machine guns from the 
tanker returned the fire until the Chinese were 
silenced. There were no American casualties. 

A large number of Kweichow troops have 
also reached the Yangtse above Ichang, creat- 
ing considerable uneasiness for the safety of 
the foreigners in the upper river. Owing to 
the presence of this unexpected army, General 
Yang Sen is withdrawing his troops, which 
were lately concentrated in Shasi. 

Intelligence reports indicate that there are 
sixty “thousand Kweichow and Y unnanese 
troops in the area, but whether they are for 
the assistance of the Cantonese or otherwise. 
is not determined. 


JAPANESE EMPEROR. 


COUNTRY WAITING 
THE END. 


Revuter’s ConRnRESPONDEN1. 
TOKIO, Tuesday. 
An announcement of the Emperor's 
death is expected hourly. Although the 
entire country is praying, it is awaiting 
the end. -The Department oí the Imperial 
Household, in a bulletin issued to-night, 
stated that His Imperial Majesty's 
temperature, pulse, and respiration were 
slightly lower, but did not indicate that 
his condition had improved. The tempera- 
ture a few hours earlier was nearly 104 F.

Six physicians are working heroically 
to save the Emperor's life, and oxygen 
and other artificial stimulants are being 
administered.

IN TOW FOR TWO DAYS. 
DISABLED ITALIAN SHIP AT 
QUEENSTOWN. 

With extensive engine trouble, which 
developed when about two hundred miles 
south-west of Queenstown, the Italian 
steamer. Elisa Campanella, arrived at 
Queenstown last night in tow of another 

Italian steamer, the Nordico. 

The Elisa Campanella was bound from 
Hampton Roads for Middlesbrough, and 
three days ago her cylinders became 
disabled, rendering the ship’s engines 
powerless. All efforts to repair the damage 
proving futile, wireless calls for help were 
sent out. These were answered by the 
Nordico, which happened to be in ‘he 
vicinity, and on coming up with the Elisa 
Campanella two days’ towing to Queens-

A careful study of the following list 
of articles which are subject to duty on 
entry, whether by parcel post or other 
means, will, perhaps, save unnecessary 
expense to the recipients of the presents 
and considerable trouble to the Revenue 
authorities in collecting the duties im- 
posed, 

Before forwarding a parcel to the Free 
State it is desirable that the sender should 
ascertain whether the contents’ are liable 
to import duty. Two articles which are 
subject to separate duties should not be 
sent in the same parcel, A minimum 
duty of 2s. 6d. is charged’ on all parcels, 
however small. 


AN EXAMPLE. 

If. a packet. of sweets, which comes 
under the category of ‘sugar con- 
fectionery,”’ is sent to a person in Dublin, 
that person would have to pay on delivery 
of the packet the minimum duty of 2s. 6d. 
and the parcels tax of sixpence, even if 
the contents were worth only a few pence. 
Hí the. parcel also contained a piece of 
chocolate, to which a different tariff 
applies, another half-crown in duty could 


be charged.

DETENTION NO LONGER 
NECESSARY. 


According to an announcement by the 
Free State Ministry of Justice, all persons 
detained under the provision of the Public 
Safety (Emergency Powers) Act were re- 
leased yesterday. 

In all the number of persons detained 
was sixty (writes our Political Corre- 
spondent). They were released at noon 
on the order of the Minister of Justice. 

It will be remembered that two days 
after the concerted attacks on Civic Guard 
barracks the Public Safety Bill was intro- 
duced in the Dail by the President, and 
was passed through the Oireachtas as an 
emergency measure. 

Following its signature by the Governor- 
General of the Free State, the Executive 
Council issued a proclamation declaring 
“a state of national emergency,” and the 
provisions of the Act immediately came 
into operation. 

Arrests on a wholesale scale were made 
by the police, and the internees were 
lodged in various prisons throughout the 
Saorstat. It is believed now by the Free 
State Government that their continued 
detention is no longer necessary to the 
maintenance of public order.

IMPRESSEDBY METHODS 
IN FREE STATE. 
—— 


A Ready-Money Betting Bill is to be 
introduced in the House of Lords by Lord 
Newton, who paid a visit to Dublin last 
Saturday for the purpose of inquiring into 
the working of the betting tax in the Free 
State. 

He had a conference with Mr. Cosgrave 
as. well as the Revenue Commissioners, 
and also visited the offices of Mr, R. J. 
Duggan. 

Lord Newton told Mr, Duggan that he 
intends to bring forward a bill in the 
House of Lords at the end of February or 
March to make all ready-money betting 
legal. 


LORD NEWTON INTERVIEWED. 

“My view,” Lerd Newton said when 
interviewed “ the House of Léfds yester- 
day evening, “is that the distinction now 
drawn in England between ready-money 
betting and credit betting is preposterous. 
It is a mere concession to hypocrisy, and, 
now that the Government has at last had 
the courage to tackle betting, the absurd 
anomaly should be got rid of, 


“LIKE A BANK.” 

“Tho Free State Government has dealt 
with the question in a. much more sensible 
and logical way. They -treat the two 
systems of betting alike. In the Free 
State, if a man wants to bet, he can go 
into an office and put down his. money 
without any obstacle being put in his way. 
A betting office in Dublin is like a bank. 
People pay their stakes or take their 
winnings over the counter as in an ordi- 
nary business transaction, and I heard no 
complaint that it was in the least objec- 
tionable, 

“The absurdity of the position here 1s 
that street betting—although it is illegal 
and, under the Betting Act, defrauds the 
revenue—cannot be stopped. Obviously, if 
that is admitted, the only thing to do is 
to get rid of it by the means 1 have sug- 
gested, Its continuance under the present 
system brings the law into absolute con- 
tempt, and makes people of the working 
classes think they are being discriminated 


| against unfairly. 


“I think they have a. legitimate 
grievance. Nobody in this world, be he 
bishop or anybody else, will convince me 
that there is more immorality in ready- 
money betting than in credit betting. 

“T am a strong believer in the 
because betting is obviously a thing that 
ought to be taxed. As regards tie rate, 
and how it should be divided between the 
racecourse and the betting office, I do not 
offer an opinion. That is a matter to be 
decided by experience. No Government 
would make a difficulty about that, pro- 
vided they could get a satisfactory return 


THE TOTALISATOR. 
“It is urged that the setting up of 
offices for ready-money betting would 
increase betting. Why should it? People

it. I did not gather that more people bet 
in the..Eree-State now than before their 
system was introduced. I understood also 
that the Irish Free State has every inten- 
tion eventually of utilising the totalisator. 

“It is sometimes suggested that the tax 
in this country has so far proved a failure, 
I do not believe there is any foundation 
for the suggestion. My calculation—which, 
of course, may be wrong—is that the 
11,000 licensed bookmakers are contribut- 
ing something like £100,000 a week to the 
Exchequer.” 


TESTING PUBLIC OPINION. 

Lord Newton added that it was possible 
that he would not get much surport for 
this bill. ‘A private member cannot 
expect to bring about an alteration of this 
kind,” he said, “ but someone has to begin 
the attempt. If my bill should be fairly 
well received, the Government may muster 
up enough courage to tackle the question. 
At all events, it will provide an oppor- 
tunity of testing public opinion on the 
subject.”

IMPERIAL AFFAIRS TO

POPE’S PEACE OFFER.

REFUSAL KEPT SECRET IN 
GERMANY. 


Revrer’s ConREsPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 

The Reichstag Committee which is in- 
vestigating the causes of the collapse of 
Germany that marked the end of the Great 
War, to-day cross-examined Dr. Michaelis, 
who was Imperial Chancellor in 1917, 
when the Pope made -his peace proposals 
to both sides. 

Dr. Michaelis argued that hig reply to 

the Pope did not contain a refusal on the 
part of Germany to give,up Belgium, but, 
on the contrary, expressed her conditional 
willingness to do so. 
- In confirmation of this, Dr. Michaelis 
read a letter which the ex-Kaiser sent him 
last month, in which the exiled Monarch 
said that at the time he approved giving 
up Belgium, but not unconditionally, as a 
pledge was essential at the hoped-for 
peace negotiations. 

Dr. Michaelis added that only the 
Kaiser, Herr von Kuehlmann (Foreign 
Minister), Dr. Helfferich and himself, 
knew the contents of his letter to the 
Pope, and that the Crown Council was told 
that for the first time a peace suggestion 
had been made by the British, which 
appeared to express an honest desire for 
negotiations. 

“ We did not wish to keep any part of 
Belgium,” said Dr. Michaelis, “ but in re- 
turn we wanted from England bases in the 
Mediterranean at either Corfu or Valona.”’

G. DUBLIN BETTER 
KNOWN. 

Mr. Commissioner Murphy, who was in 
the chair, said:—The impulse to hold 
“Civic Week” comes from the feeling 
that Dublin has something worth showing, 
that it possesses great potentialities, 
and that there is a spirit ready to be 
evoked which is capable of accomplishing 
great deeds an’ of guiding us to a better 
realisation of our duties to our fellow-man 
and to the city of our birth or adoption. 

We are not content that Dublin should 
be merely the seat of legislative and 
judicial power, but that it should also be 
the leader in a national movement for 
civic well-being and progress. The first 
essential, we hold, is to make Dublin 
known to itself and the. world outside, its 
past, its possibilities, its present resources 
and needs; to show it what other cities 
have done and are doing, and to encourage 
all its citizens in their daily task and 
awaken them to new ambitions. 


THE CITY OF THE FUTURE. 

“ Civic Week ” is a wide term, and we 
wish to make it embrace all activities— 
intellectual, industrial and municipal. It 
is hoped that not alone will the resultant 
publicity be advantageous in a monetary 
sense, but that, in ways which cannot be 
measured in terms of money, benefit, will 
accrue. 

We plan that our city should be one 
beautifully and well-laid-out and main- 
tained, with an expanding and sity 


MAKING 


industrial life, with an eagef intellectu 
activity, and..boasting a growing ‘arti 
achievement.. The leaders of commerce in 
Dublin, we believe, share this ambition, 
and, given the opportunity, will undertake 
the work of marshalling the resources of 
the city in organising a function which 
will epitomise these activities. 


RECENT EXAMPLES. 

We havé\yecently had the example of 
Liverpool and\ Manchester, where highly 
successful Civic\Week celebrations were 
held. While these cities, largely of 
modern growth, lack the historical associa- 
tions of our capital, yet the past was made 
live in colourful pageants and tableaux, 
while modern industry in operation was 
revealed to nagny thousands of sightseers. 
In the former ity the great shipping in- 
dustry, in the latter the textile industry, 
received special attention and publicity, 
but all industrialists threw open. their 
works to‘inspection, and numerous parties 
of sightseers were conducted through the 
factories, and may now be regarded as 
enthusiastic publicity agents: for these 
industries. 

The arts were catered for by special 
exhibitions. and concerts, and the public 
health services and administration and 
social welfare schemes were brought pro- 
minently to the attention of thousands of 
citizens, whose awakened interest in such 
matters is bound to have a beneficial 
effect in communal progress, Special 
exhibitions were financed by the organisa- 
tions responsible, and the general features 
were paid for by the profits made on the 
pageants and other entertainments, sup- 
plemented by subsidies. 


LARGE BENEFITS. 

The interest aroused in the function 
brought huge crowds of citizens and 
visitors to patronise them. Largely in- 
creased volume of traffic was reported by 
the train and tram services. Traders were 
rewarded by. increased sales, and the in- 
direct publicity and the keen interest 
aroused in civic matters must prove highly 
valuable to the cities concerned. 

If these cities benefited in this way, 
why should not Dublin? If the shrewd 
industrialists of England fine it profit- 
able to turn their cities en féte for a 
week, it is worth while considering if 
Dublin might not follow suit. It is a 
work, however, for which the business 
community must take the responsibility. 
They must be prepared to devote to it 
the time and money essential to success, 
and this conference is called to see how 
far the idea commends itself to them, 
and what support may be-expected. I 
assure you that, in so far as we can, the 
Borough Commissioners will co-operate 
right to the extreme edge of our ar: 
bilities.

General WHertzog’s championship of 
Empire co-operation for South Africa, and 
the resultant political situation, continue 
to be the sole topic of conversation and 
speculation. 

There is an element among the English 

South Africans which treats General 
Hertzog’s speeches as mere hypocrisy, 
derides Dominion status, and refuses to 
acknowledge that there is any change in 
the political atmosphere ; but this element 
is a small minority. 
Most believe that a political “ earth- 
quake *’ has occurred, and are lost in 
questionings about what. the result will be. 
They refuse to believe that General 
Hertzog is anything but sincere, and point 
to his speech at the Chamber of Com- 
merce dinner last night as being most un- 
equivocal and outspoken, precluding the 
possibility of reversal on his part, unless 
his olive branch is received with contempt 
and contumely by his political opponents 
on the English-speaking side, of which 
there is no real possibility. 


A REBEL LEADER. 

There is a strong rumour, too, that 
Maritz is riding the back-veld, preaching 
Republicanism, denouncing Geyeral 
Hertzog and Mr. Tielman Roos‘ as 
traitors, and trying to raise the Dutch 
against them. 

_Maritz will be remembered as a leader 
in the rebellion of 1914. He subsequently 
fled to Portuguese territory after joining 
the Germans in South-West Africa, 
returned by permission of the 
Government about three years ago. 
I give the rumour of his agitation 
against General Hertzog for what it is 
worth; but, even if true, it is unlikely 
that Maritz can have much influence 
against General Hertzog and Mr. Roos.
